‘Trackless Trolley’ Has
Secret Debut in Phila.

New Type of Vehicle Gets Midnight Run on
Market Street—P. R. T. Officials Insist
It Wasn’t Built for Them

The *‘trackless trolley’' made an ex-
perimental bow to this city at 1 o'clock
this morning, when the streets were
alomost deserted, except for a few mo-
torists who stared In astonishment al
the now type of public vehicle.

The trolley was seen on Fortioth
street  bétween Market and Hpruce
streets, and many believe it to be the
forerunner of numerous cars of that
type on the etreets of Philadelphia,

P. R. T. Co. officiale, who backed
n “‘trackless trolley'' bill in the Inst
Legislature, professed surprise when
told of the experiment, =

At the big carbullding plant of the
J. G. Brill Co, J, W. Rawle, second
viee president, declared the tmi!nr wis
run_ to supplement tests made in the
yard of the plant,

‘“Built as Experiment'*

““The trackless trolley is not on the
market,'" Mr, Rawle insisted, "and the
car seen on Fortieth street has not been
ordersd by any transit company, It
was built as an experlinent.

““To run on Fortieth stroet was to
test it out under actual road condl-
tions,"
~ Mr. Rawle said the experimental car
i equipped with a twenty-five horse-
power amotor, has rubber-tired wheels
and can carry thirty passengers.

It 1s designed for a one-man crew,
similar to the '‘one-man trolleys' in
Trenton and elsewhere, except that
those vehicles are opernted on ralls,

The only *'trackless trolley'' now in
nctual operation in the United States,
Mr. Rawle sald, {s in Richmond, Va,
Cars of that type have been successful
in Europe and are used in London,
Paris, Berlin and some other large
cities,

Other Clties Interestod

Within the lnst few months, he eon-
tinued, inquiries about the ‘‘trackless
trolleys' have been coming in to the
Brill plant from varlous parts of the
country,

The advantages of the ‘‘trackless
trolley,"" Mr. Ruawle sald, is that it
ean receive or discharge passengers nt
the curb, ean move around stalied ve-
hicles on the street, and ean be operated
over outlying streets or suburban roads
without expenditures for rails,

Two trolley wires, a positive and a
negative, are required for a car of the
new type, Mr. Rawle continued. Or-
dinary trolley cars form a ground con-
nection through the rails, so that both
positive and negative wlires are not
necessary,

Current is obtained from the wires
by n sitding type collector, controlled
by the motorman, so that considerable

Disagrees at Present With. Mit-
ten's Proposal for. More
Comprehensive System

CITY SHOULD NOT TRY
TO DO TOO MUCH, HE SAYS

“Start the Frankford elevated line
first before going further into any tran-
sit ventures.''

Richnrd Weglein, president of Coun-
ell, made this suggestion today by way
of comment on 'the proposal to lnunch
a new comprehensive transit nlan,

This action was urged yesterday at a
luncheon _of _several representative
business hodies at the Bellevue-Strat-
ford. The plan was suggested following
an address by Thomas E. Mitten, pres-
ident of the Rapid Teansit Co.

Mr. Mitten suggested the bullding of
more surface, elevated and subway lines
and pointed out that the people vote
that city bonds should be used for such
development,

Mr. Weglein eospecinlly expressed ob-
Jection to the city following the sugges-
tions made by Mr. Mitten regurding
further tronsit developments just now,

“Mr, Mitten said Philadelphin should
profit by her own experience in this
direction,' said Mr. Weglein, "‘but ax
n matter of fact the city has mot yet
had any experience in the operation of
a transit line,"'

1 think that the city should obtain
experience by starting the Frankford
elevated line first. I do not think that
any concern would huu’ out on a big
Lusiness enterprise invblving million4
of dollars before it had tried its hand
on a small seale,

“As the Frankford line is the city's
inftlal venture in transit, we shauld cer-
tainly see how the project shapes up ald
be gulded accordingly. At least let us
get it started. It bas taken several
years to get one unit of the original
comprelensive transit plan built—and
this is not running yer. I do not think
that the eity should go into the traneit
business further at this time unless it
is compelled to,

"I thoroughly believe in the devel-
opment of high-speed lines in the sec-
tiona where they are necded, but let us
foel our way and know just where we
are going."'

Re:nnl'lnr the propositicn for n new

Washington, July 27.—Formal de=

The State Department was advised
today that the communication had been
handed to the Soviet representative at
Reval yesterday by Conwsul Alhrecht,

The text of the communieation has
pot been mode publie. It is undep-
stoodd, however, to be a brief insistence
that the Americans be relensed before
there enn be any thought of better ra-
lations between the United States and
Russia. The action was taken in the
name of humanity and because nll ef«
forts to secure the relense of the
Americans, made through Dr. Nansen,
of the Red Cross, have failed.

What course will be taken by the
United States if the Soviet authorities
ignore or refuse to aceede to the de-
mands was not indicated.

The reommunication was sent to
Consul Albrecht July 25. The curt de-
mnnid made upon the Russinn authoris
ties for the release of Ameriean prige
oners js the first officinl representation
made on the subject, although Lenine
and Trotzhy and their assxociates have
been previously advised informa'ly of
the determination of the United States
not to consider closer relations with
Russia until this wax done,
